P alm Beach admittedly famous for its frequent change of 
face is now in a headlong rush putting on another one. 

Apartment living in this winter resort is not new, but 
condominium living is. And the rate of conversion from 
rental or cooperative apartments to condominium ownership 
is worthy of mention.

HOUSES 


WITH 
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PERSONALITY 


Thee is no typical Florida house, 
unless one defines that nebulous catego- 
ry in terms of big, bigger and biggest! 
Happily the past few years have seen a 
trend towards more individualism in 
house design, and this is particularly 
true in Fort Lauderdale. This is due to 
many factors, not the least of which is 
the population itself who can support an 
increase in the number of architects 
whose work provides important expo- 
sure to new ideas and interpretations of 
solutions to building problems. 

An interesting sidelight is the move- 
ment into older homes that present a 
remodeling challenge to those who se- 
lect a house for its location, lot size, or 
charm — both architectural and finan- 
cial. Needless to say, as new land be- 
comes more scarce this tendency will 
become more widespread. 

Although Fort Lauderdale homes 
are usually pictured as waterfront, 
specifically canals or Intracoastal Wa- 
terway, there are, of course, many at- 
tractive homes off the water. Other 


“waterfronts” in this city provide un- 
usual sites for houses, too, and the four 
featured here run the gamut from ca- 
nals to the banks of New River to the 
shores of Lake Helen in Birch State 
Park to a dry lot—no water boundaries 
at all! 

The home of the Thomas N. Shel- 
tons in Southeast Fort Lauderdale is 
bounded on three sides by water; their 
boat is docked on one side of their spa- 
cious lot. Designed by Jim Pownall of 
Gamble, Pownall, and Gilroy, the house 
is “no definite style,” as Mr. Pownall 
explained it. “Ideas just generated and 
developed as plans for the house un- 
folded. There are approximately 5,000 
square feet of living area and we built 
right to the setbacks to utilize every bit 
of space.” (Setbacks on waterfront lots 
are twenty-five feet on each side, a 
restriction that lends a spacious widen- 
ing aspect to the waterways them- 
selves and precludes building that ex- 
tend over the sea walls, creating visual 
as well as real navigating hazards.) 
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Mrs. Thomas Coon, above, 
relaxes in her home which 
won a merit award for architect 
Dan Duckham. Built last year 
the home, shown in an exterior 
view at right, features coral, 
pecky cypress and cedar. 


Used brick in the loggias, grill work, 
and Ludowici tile on the roof combine to 
produce a most unusual and charming 
home whose interiors were done by Ra- 
blen Shelton of Las Olas Boulevard. 

An extraordinary view of the peace- 
ful winding New River is only one out- 
standing feature of the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. J. C. Gilbert. On a site they had 
admired for months, the Gilberts have 
reproduced an authentic Georgian co- 
lonial house, every part of which has a 
history. Completed in 1962, the house 
took years of planning and _ research, 
months of weekly sessions with archi- 
tect George Storrs — even two trips to 
Woodbury, Connecticut, where Dr. Gil- 
bert and Mr. Storrs measured and stud- 
ied the dimensions of the hand-carved 
staircase, around which the rest of the 
house was to be scaled. 


A native of Tennessee, Mrs. Gilbert 
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had lived with antiques all her life and 
though Dr. Gilbert originally wanted to 
build a contemporary house, he became 
so enthusiastically involved with the 
background and details in reproducing 
this lovely home, it was almost a com- 
plete metamorphosis! 


Most of the materials in the house 
are from other houses in other parts of 
the country from another century! All 
the used brick was collected from the 
demolition of 18th century houses in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, loaded into 
two box-cars and transported to Fort 
Lauderdale for use throughout the 
house, on the front walk and retaining 
walls, and the back patio. The large 
Virginia Oak trees existed on the prop- 
erty prior to construction; only two 
had to be relocated in the back yard. 
Their presence lends a convincing non- 
Florida touch, yet they blend well with 


the sea grape and ficus to create an 
attractive landscape. 

The 18th century Georgian front 
door opens into a white marble entry 
and the hand-carved, red-carpeted 
staircase, circa 1740. All the paneling in 
the house is hand-planed and came 
from the 18th century houses in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts. Doors — 
even the hand-blown glass over two of 
them — also came from New England. 
There are fireplaces in all the down- 
stairs rooms with the largest in the 
family room. The lintel came from a 
Massachusetts house built in 1740 and 
had to be cut down to fit even this vast 
fireplace! The family room and kitchen 
look out beyond the brick patio and 
enclosed porch with its hand-hewn 
beam ceiling to New River. 

In the future are plans for a play- 
room over the kitchen-family room area 
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and many treasures stored up there 
await that project. The study — the 
sanctum sanctorum for Dr. Gilbert 
(and naturally the children’s favorite 
room) — boasts, amid its masculine 
decor, a Pennsylvania Dutch pewter 
cupboard with spoon holes and plate 
rails that will house the stereo system 
Dr. Gilbert plans to build and for which 
the house is already wired. 

The Gilberts’ attention to detail 
never relaxed even to the integrating of 
modern equipment in kitchen and baths 
with colors, patterns, woods of the 18 
century period. The selection of tile, 
wall paper, and paint all blends beau- 
tifully with the antiques and structural 
materials of the house from another 
time. 

The master bedroom is dominated 
by the canopied four-poster Sheraton 
bed. Red carpet, red and white pat- 
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terned paper create an effective back- 
drop for the Colonial rocker and antique 
crib used by all three Gilbert children. 
Daughter Shelby’s room done in blue 
and white is furnished with the same 
furniture her mother used. Older son, 
Richard Clay, has his quarters in Wedg- 
wood blue, with red and blue striped 
ticking decorating the rope bed. Feder- 
al patterned wall paper in blue and 
white adorns the connecting bath these 
two children share. The guest bedroom 
and bath, now occupied by John Greg- 
ory, the youngest of the Gilbert me- 
nage, are done in a deep mustard, set off 
by pine paneling, an apothecary chest 
on Queen Anne legs, all complemented 
by browns and beige. 

This house proves that time, 
thought and knowledge can produce a 
most liveable and gracious home. The 
warmth of the rich patina of antique

focal points of living. 


furniture, the careful selection of colors 
and decorative accessories to comple- 
ment those possessions, transform what 
could have been a museum-like struc- 
ture into a comfortable, living home. 

A secluded site off one of the busier 
oceanfront arteries in the state is the 
locale for the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dean Andrews. This lovely Mediterra- 
nean house was built by William Gra- 
vins, who collaborated with architect 
Kenneth Spry in the design; and in spite 
of its singular character, the house is 
taking on the personality of its owners 
whose many interests are leaving their 
mark on their home. 

The study is a perfect size for small 
gatherings of friends and the paneled 
walls graphically proclaim Mr. An- 
drews’ interest in sailing with several 
photographs of well-known racing craft. 
Equipped with bath, this room doubles 
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as guest quarters. The slate floor in the 
entrance hall and dining room is good 
contrast to the panelled walls of the hall 
that now form a gallery for paintings, 
some of which were done by Mrs. An- 
drews. The living room, carpeted in 
rich red and complimented by golds 
and olive green, takes on the most in- 
teresting illumination throughout the 
day as the sunlight filters through the 
effective landscaping beyond the large 
bay window. 

The master bedroom with dressing 
room and bath, accented with Mediter- 
ranean touches of decorative tile and 
painted furniture, is beige and white 
and commands a view of the lake 
through the dense foliage and flowers 
on the patio just outside the sliding 
glass doors. 

Used brick walk-way encircles the 
entire house and is bordered with plants 
and lush ground cover, giving a feeling 
of continuity within the garden areas. 
Glass doors extending to the floor virtu- 
ally bring the outdoors inside. 

The exterior of the house is putty 
eolored stucco with the wood trim 
painted a dark olive green which sets 
off the antique red tile roof in a series 
of muted tones. Outside lamps and 
open-work wood trim and inlaid decora- 
tive tile (same as inside) convey the 
Mediterranean influence, at the same 
time successfully aging the house to 
further the European coastal impres- 
sion. Fireplaces are popular and are 
becoming more prevalent even in Fort 
Lauderdale houses. The Andrews make 
ample use of the two, one in the study 
with brick hearth, the other more for- 
mal in appearance in the living room. 
The location with its enviable view 
across Lake Helen to Birch State Park 
assures privacy. That element is fur- 
ther achieved by the wall that separates 
their lawn and outdoor patio from the 
parking courtyard off the street. Enter- 
ing the double doors from the 
courtyard — dark-stained, equipped with 


retreat. Completed only last year, the 
house appears to have been there forev- 
er and this, after all, is a credit to both 
builder and owner who have successful- 
ly adapted the house to the setting, and 
placed a personal stamp on its interior.

I guess the most important con- 
cept of this house is the visual progres- 
sion of spaces throughout the primary 
areas of the house. Along that line, the 
continuity of space was achieved by the 
narrow shelves above the walls. The 
scale of the house makes it serene and 
comfortable, at the same time it is vig- 
orous and exciting. The varied ceiling 
heights, the clerestory windows com- 
bine to achieve more height, a more 
spacious feeling throughout.” 

Most of the storage is built in, fends 
ing an even more complete impression 
of continuity since most of these areas 
are paneled in the same cypress as the

walls. Elimination of additional pieces 
of furniture gives the interior an archi- 
tectural dimension, rather than one of 
decor. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coon ably handled the 
color scheme, blending the wood, coral 
tones with an unusual olive green car- 
pet, brightened by the woven gold 
flecks; the splashes of persimmon and 
burnished golds mingled with the 
warmth of copper, brass accessories 
retain the feeling of organic materials. 
Effectively placed plants further that 
impression. 

An outstanding feature is the con- 
crete patio floor that has been chemi- 
cally treated, resulting in a surface that 
resembles a polished leather.

In addition to her teaching respon- 
sibilities at the Naples Senior High 
School, Mrs. Olson also teaches night 
classes in Russia at Edison Junior Col- 
lege in Fort Myers. This has been a 
particular challenging experience to the 
youthful Mrs. Olson, who is one of the 
most beloved teachers in Collier Coun- 
ty. She has frequently spoken before 
civic organizations and following a trip 
to Russia two years ago she lectured 
about the changes that had taken place 
in her native country.

Finally her father fled Russia 
ahead of the family, which consisted of 


Inna, her mother, two sisters and a 


brother. They went first to Poland, then 
Germany and finally England. They 
spent several years in England while 
her father came to the United States 
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Inna Olson discussed ‘Communism versus Democracy’ 


and established a home for them in 
Chicago. This courageous man died in 
1955 at the age of seventy-nine; after 
seeing his children educated in this 
country, happily married and producing 
several fine grandchildren. He also 
lived through an era that brought world 
shaking changes in his beloved Russia. 
And forty-two years after she left her 
native country Inna Olson was to return 
and see for herself what had taken 
place behind the Iron Curtain. 

In 1963 Mrs. Olson was selected by 
Indiana University to join a group of 
carefully screened educators to spend 
five weeks touring Russia. This Nation- 
al Defense Education Scholarship was 
awarded to one hundred and twenty 
teachers who spent five weeks at Indi- 
ana University for orientation courses 
before going abroad. The group went by 
jet to Moscow and then broke up into 


three teams of forty each. The entour- — 


age spoke Russian and the groups in- 
cluded were mostly teachers, university 
professors and graduate students. One 
teacher had only been out of Russia for 
about ten years and her shock at the 
changes was much less than Mrs. Ol- 
son’s. She had lived through the post- 
revolutionary days, the turmoil and po- 
litical upheavals, the Stalin period and 
felt that the Russian people were much 
better off than they had ever been. 

Mrs. Olson’s impressions, naturally, 
were influenced by her memories as a 
very young child who existed in another 
world. The shabbiness of the buildings 
and the dress of the people moved her 
deeply. A foreigner in Russia need nev- 
er even speak to indicate that he is not 
a native, Mrs. Olson said. His clothes

give him away, especially his shoes. (‘I 
attracted the attention of men, women 
and children with a pair of inexpensive 
black and white shoes,” she recalled.) 
The group had been warned that they 
were not to give any clothing, jewelry, 
books or other gifts under threat of 
arrest and removal from the country. 
However, they were allowed to give 
phonograph records and Mrs. Olson 
gave typical American records to sever- 
al friends she made in the Soviet. 
Although much of the tour was super- 
vised by the Russian government the 
members of the group were allowed a 
great deal of free time to visit mu- 
seums, wander through the parks and 
Mrs. Olson found that Russians, al- 
though friendly and eager to know about 
the west, were reluctant to invite 
her into their homes. Lack of privacy 
and fear of being suspect accounted for 
this. Nonetheless, Mrs. Olson did meet 
several Russian families and found that 
many of the young people in Russia felt 
a sense of rebellion and futility in their 
lives. Many of the intelligentsia are cu- 
rious about what lies beyond the Iron 
Curtain and although not belligerent 
against their government they are eager 
for more freedom. These people were 
warm, friendly and touchingly gener- 
ous. Mrs. Olson found that, although she 
could not give them any of her posses- 
sions, they were ready and willing to 
present her with almost anything. In 
exchange they wanted to know about 
the west; about civic rights, our system 
of enterprise, the schools, delinquency 
and crime.

It was indeed a sentimental journey 
for Mrs. Olson, but an experience that 
prepared her for her courses ‘““(Commu- 
nism versus Democracy,” which she 
teaches at the school. She had been 
born under a monarchy when the Czar 
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ruled Russia. She had experienced op- 
pression and observed life in many 
lands before she came to this country. 
She feels and knows the basic 
differences in\the American form of 
government as compared to Commu- 
nism. This experience plus her extend- 
ed studies of history and _ philosophy 
have made her one of the nation’s out- 
standing teachers in this field. And yet 
Inna Olson continues to learn. This 
summer she will complete courses at 
Indiana University and _ receive her 
Master’s degree. Her intellectual cu- 
riosity is limitless and her desire to 
transmit and exchange ideas_ with 
young people has made her an ideal 
choice as ““Women of Achievement.” 
Inna Olson has achieved more than 
a successful career as a teacher. She 
has been a constant source of inspira- 
tion and encouragement to her husband 
J. N. Olson. He has done numerous 
paintings of his wife. She is a beautiful 
woman; placid and serene with inner 
warmth that reflects in the work of an 
artist. The Olsons have three children, 
Tanya the eldest is currently living in 
Norfolk, Virginia with her husband Ma- 
jor Earl Sanborn. They have three

ke age has its diva and Callas is 
ours. Like all supremely great singers, 
Maria Callas is able to invest the famil- 
iar with magic. What she did with 
“Tosca” this season in the Zeffirelli 
production at the Met is by now legend. 
Even the ever-wonderful aria, ‘Vissi 
D’ Arte,” was transported into the realm 
of the absolute as Maria Callas pro- 
jected it. And even Callas’ worst de- 
tractors never fail to acknowledge that 
as an actress she is virtually in a class 
by herself in a medium where so much 
fine singing is coupled with so much 
gaucherie. The Brooklyn-born girl 
who is as classically Greek as Epidaur- 
us and Olympus took New York by 
storm with her Tosca and improved 
upon an already fabulous legend. 

The brilliant audience at her first 
“Tosca” outshone even the season’s open- 
ing night’s. Jacqueline Kennedy as 
ever drew all eyes while seated in Ru- 
dolf Bing’s box. Rose Kennedy appeared 
in white beaded satin, Cee Zee Guest 
flew up from Palm Beach for the per- 
formance. Henry MclIlhenny came up 
from Philadelphia, and Senator and 
Mrs. Ted Kennedy and Senator and Mrs. 
Javits represented Washington, and 
among the others were Pamela Drexel, 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps, Rise Stevens, Mar- 
garet Case, Lee Radziwill, Caroline and 
Charles Spofford, Mrs. William Wood- 
ward, Mrs. Harold Brooks, Mrs. Joseph 
Neff and Mrs. William C. Breed.

Wana travelers arriving in Palm 
Beach involuntarily gasp in_ utter 
amazement when viewing the palatial 
ocean-front estates, the huge stone 
edifices that are winter homes of many 
nationally and internationally known 
figures of society and industry. 

Homes in the true sense of the 
word, they are lived in, used to enter- 
tain friends from every part of the 
globe and provide settings for glittering 
balls, soirees, sumptuous luncheons, din- 
ners. 

Palm Beach of the late twenties 
was an era of opulence equalled only by 
the baronial manors of Germany, castles 
in Spain, France, England. 

Palm Beach today has retained all 
of the charm of years gone by, thanks 
to those who cherish tradition and are 
imbued with the background of the 
gentle art of living at its finest. 

One such home is that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Max Leroy Pray of Cielito Lindo, 
122 King’s Road. Cielito Lindo with 
its imposing facade of coral stone was 
part of the fabulous mansion built for 
Mr. and Mrs. James P. Donahue (Jessie 
Woolworth) in 1927 by that dean of 
architects, Palm Beach’s own Marion 
Sims Wyeth.

Today as guests approach the cor- 
al stone steps covered with hot-pink 
geraniums in full bloom, enter through 
an immense ancient cypress door now 
painted black, and step into the black 
and white marble-floored entrance hall 
(the floor brought from a ruined cathe- 
dral in Santiago), they are heard to 
murmur, “A little bit of heaven.” 

Yes, Cielito Lindo seems to be a 
little bit of heaven, and it is of Max and 
Peggy Pray’s making. The history of 
this home is a saga in itself, more of 
that later on. But today it is an out- 
standing example of living at its finest. 
There one finds simple elegance, ex- 
treme comfort, beauty and a feeling of 
peace-and-quiet wherever one wan- 
ders. 

Stately Mrs. Pray likes “any color 
as long as it’s pink” .. . and pink be- 
comes her. 

Pink is a keynote, never glaring. A 
crystal bowl of pink carnations, a pink 
satin pillow, a powder room’s antique 
French chandelier delicately laced with 
pale pink procelain rosebuds, a gay pink 
canopy covering the easternmost ter- 
race off the drawing room. A sparkling 
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crystal chandelier dominates the high-ceiling dining room which features 
table complete with English upholstered chairs and Provincial buffet. 


touch of color in a most relaxed atmo- 


sphere. 
Every floor-length window provides 
a garden vista — all rooms have wide 


terraces entered through French doors, 
facing velvety lawns, tropical foliage;

The eye is led to a high stone wall 
with an ancient wall fountain from Bar- 
celona. The Latin inscription above the 
fountain, a quotation from Homer is 
translated to “It’s sweet to live in the 
right place.” 

The original living room in this 
house was a mere 60-feet, this torn 
asunder in 1947 to make way for 
King’s Road (the original mansion 
housed some 128 rooms). Today, the 
drawing room is the original library 
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Mr. and Mrs. Max Pray, Chicago 
and Palm Beach, enjoy Cielito Lindo. 


with ancient pine paneling that came 
from the ancestral home of the British 
master painter, William Hogarth, circa 
1764. 

The drawing room is a room where 
life can be played lightly. An Adams 
mantel graces the fireplace; ivory dam- 
ask covers long sofas and cozy chairs. 
Coffee tables, a gay square glass-topped 
table in the far corner, set off a corner 
couch upholstered in satin and cane 
that follows the wall east, then north. 

Two five-shelved cabinets grace 
the east walls to display Mrs. Pray’s 
magnificent collection of Lowestoft, 
Pink Opaline and Worcester. 

Paintings in this room include one 
of Vu Cao Dam’s, two of Constantin 
Kluge . . . these from Wally Findlay’s 
Worth Avenue Gallery. Otherwise, ev- 
erything in this entire mansion came 
from the Pray Chicago home, from 
years of collecting with loving care. 
Incidentally, an ivory sculptured carpet 
stretches across the oak floor that Mrs. 
Pray has painted a satiny black. 

The original hallway floors are still 
intact . handsome tile from Cuba, 
Tunis, Barcelona, inset with small Span- 
ish tiles of blue, yellow, orange, black 
and turquoise. 

Rooms throughout Cielito Lindo 
are exceptionally high-ceilinged and all 
have fireplaces. The master bedroom, 
Mrs. Donahue’s original one, boasts a 
15 foot high ceiling. No need for illu- 
sion here. 

As one enters the hall toward the 
bar, a gay Orville Bulman oil brightens 
a wall. 

The bar room is a symphony of Span- 
ish mosaic tile . . . even the nine-foot-

long bar is tile from top to bottom, 
flanked by a real brass foot-rail. Here 
Mrs. Pray added touches of gay lemon 
upholstery, setting off the varied tones 
of blue tile, the black, green and white 
tile frieze that frames terrace doors and 
windows. 

The immense, high-ceilinged dining 
room that overlooks the garden below, 
is dominated by a most magnificent 
antique Waterford crystal chandelier; 
four crystal wall sconces highlight the 
east and west wall buffet mirrors. 

Piece de resistance in this room is 
a fabulous crystal candelabra with sev- 
en candle holders, six flower vases 
...this from the estate of “Bet a Mil- 
lion” Gates, the noted turf figure of the 
Gay Nineties. 

The circular dining room table is 
an antique French piece with the dis- 
tinction of additional circular leaves in 
place of the familiar straight-edged 
ones. The handsomely upholstered chairs 
are English and the very ancient 
server against the east wall displays a 
rare collection—a complete coffee serv- 
ice of pink and white Worcester. 

By the way, this dining room was 
the original assembly hall. . . reportedly 
“the most beautiful room in Palm 
Beach in its day.” It was set down 
lower then, with stone flagging. In fact, 
this past September while the Pray’s 
builders were renovating the house, 
they found a ceiling between the dining 
area and present service wing twelve 


feet above the present ceiling with 


hand-carved beams separated by hand- 
painted canvas strips, according to 
Gwen Fearing, the broker who sold 
122 King’s Road to the Prays. 
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The room is painted pink and features ivory carpet and graceful French windows. 


Another amusing anecdote: while 
searching for the original master suite 
bathroom builders discovered a higher 
gold-leafed dome ceiling above Mr. 
Pray’s closet. This apparently the bath 
of old — two enormous archways led 
into the present bath and into a hall. 
Also discovered on high were the re- 
mains of a crystal chandelier. 


Although the original circular 
stone staircase spirals upward, a luxu- 
rious elevator complete with phone, 
wafts one up to the sleeping quarters 
and the delightful third floor tower 
room. 

The master bedroom was Mrs. 
Donahue’s famed 18th century Vene- 
tian place of repose. Today it is a 
charming, ivory-carpeted, pink-walled 
room. A huge mirror hangs above the 
fireplace and graceful French windows 
overlook Lake Worth, the garden far 
below and the ocean to the east. 

One of the many exquisite pieces in 
this room is a long sideboard that Mrs. 
Pray had converted into a desk; anoth- 
er is a tall handsome half armoire 
wherein is hidden a television set! 

The marble-floored, pink and white 
bathroom is simply huge and has a 
pecky cypress cathedral ceiling. It was 
Mrs. Donahue’s sleeping porch! 

Beyond this is a clothes closet to 
end all such — again high-ceilinged, 
huge; housing Mrs. Pray’s collection of 
fabulous gowns, nine rows of pink shoes, 
several shelves of other footwear. 

Four half-round balconies off this 
bedroom with the original Spanish 
wrought iron railings sporting a swag 
design; an open terrace off the bed-

With the collaboration of Vicomtesse 
de Ribes and Russian choreographer 
Orlikovsky he produced Cinderella 
which launched the dancing career of 
Geraldine Chaplin, daughter of Charlie 
Chaplin.

He was first to engage 
the dancer Nureyev after his escape 
from Russia. 

Of women and good taste, Ramun- 


do says, “Woman should never follow 
current fashion — she should find her 
style — each woman has a very special 
type and needs everything designed for 
her.”” He is shocked by women who 
wear costly jewels with an over done, 
poorly constructed dress. “It is more 
important to have a beautiful dress — 
jewels indicate money, not elegance. El- 
egance is the entire ensemble, coiffure, 
shoes, bag and gloves. At the same time 
the woman must know how to move 
with her dress — to dance and to sit 
elegantly.” 

Mr. de Larrain says good taste has 
many facets. “One can have good taste 
without being chic — good taste is 
harmony of color and shape — good 
taste is not always simplicity. One can 
also be extravagant with good taste but 
she must know how not to be vulgar. It

is difficult to combine elegance and 
extravagance.

Today he has a wide knowledge of 
modern business methods.

Trained as a lawyer and banker, 
Anderson lived in the climate of politics 
in Washington, D.C. until he became a 
Palm Beach resident in 1958. 

“T was one of the three founders of 
an advance electronics company here in 
Palm Beach County. They have built a 
top-secret device which is part of the 
complicated heart of the Gemini 
‘moonshot’ project. In the 1970’s the 
two-man spacecraft will attempt a suc- 
cessful lift-off from the launch pad at 
Cape Kennedy which will be a dress 
rehearsal for the actual moon-trip,” 
said Anderson. 


When the capsule orbits the globe 
at more than 18,000 miles per hour 
the man from Manatee County will have 
played a significant role in one of the 
most important scientific achievements 
of our civilization. 

It hasn’t always been on “top of 
the world” for Anderson. In 1928 on 
the brink of the great American eco- 
nomic disaster which befell this coun- 
try, H. Loy Anderson graduated from

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the 83-year-old Stetson University in 
DeLand, Florida. With a hard earned 
sheep-skin under his arm, he joined an 
army of young struggling lawyers. His 
aggressive determination is still as 
much in evidence today as when he put 
out his shingle “Attorney-at-Law”’ in the 
city of Ocala. Anderson makes friends 
easily and quickly. He gained the confi- 
dence of the townspeople and shortly 
was made assistant state attorney. With 
an executive ability born of understand- 
ing, his career blossomed. In 1932 he 
was the successful candidate for prose- 
cuting attorney for Marion County. 
“Young people today have inquir- 
ing minds. Frequently I am asked by 
them, ‘What elements are necessary for 
success in today’s modern business?’ 
There is no blanket answer. We con- 
struct our careers based on interest in a 
given field of endeavor. There is no 
easy way to the top. A modern execu- 
tive needs knowledge and information

H. Loy Anderson recalls the young 
Chief-Executive telling the senior 
statesman, “I’ll need the advice of expe- 
rienced men like you, Sir.” Mr. Hoover 
replied pleasantly, ‘““You seem to have 
done very well without it.” 

It was only three days prior to 
John F. Kennedy’s untimely assassina- 
tion that Anderson journeyed with him 
to Yampa. This was a part of the 
continuing friendship which had devel- 
oped during Anderson’s days in the 
Nation’s capital, when JFK was a 
young -Congressman from Massachu- 
setts. 

“When I was 16 the Palmetto 
National Guard was formed. They were 
hard-pressed for recruits. I became a 
member. My ill-fitting uniform didn’t 
make me a dashing figure as I recall. 
The discipline we got in the guard is 
something I’ve never regretted. I feel 
that young men today need some mili- 
tary training as a part of their basic 
education. They then go out in life with 
a better-molded character,” said Ander- 
son. 


The Anderson family home and 
farm in Palmetto, H. Loy’s birthplace, 
is now a championship golf course. 
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“My father was of Scottish-Irish 
descent. He was a vice-president of a 
Minneapolis heating and _ ventilating 
company.” 

Margaret Loy and Harry Sigler An- 
derson were annual winter residents to 
the small town near Bradenton. Mrs. 
H. A. McDonald, a sister, comprises H. 
Loy’s immediate family for his parents 
have both passed away. 

“My college days at Stetson were 
difficult. Money was tight in those days. 
I wanted to be able to complete the 
four years and I had to work hard to 
maintain my grades. Graduation didn’t 
come any too soon.” 

Anderson was a member of Sigma 
Nu social fraternity and vice president 
of his senior class. He excelled in sports 
and today he is a low handicap golfer 
with membership in four golf clubs: the 
Everglades, Seminole, Country Club of 
Florida and in Washington, the Burning 
Tree. 

For five years he was president of 
the famed golf club of the President, 
the Congressional Country Club.

The house is approximately 2,000 
square feet of living area, arranged in 
such a series of angles so as to enclose 
the individuals, thereby achieving that 
much-prized commodity of privacy with- 
out sacrificing one’s identity.

This is a land known for its fine 
china, glass and silver, graceful Danish 
figurines and pottery. These are used 
with fresh flowers as table decora- 
tions. 

Equal time and thought go into 
preparation of the food. None of this 
modern short-cut cooking for the 
Danes. They are a rather taciturn, for- 
mal people, who preserve ritualistic tra- 
ditions. This is in contrast to. their 
progressive tendencies in other fields. 

Present-day Scandinavian cooking 
really began developing in the eigh- 


teenth century. The French influence 
was strong, both in the culture and in 
the kitchen. 

Many of the old customs center 
around drinking, which is done at table. 
The traditional drink is ‘snaps’ or aqua- 
vit (described by one awed American 
as liquid dynamite) which is served 
with Danish Smoerrebroed (known as 
Smorgasbord in Sweden). 

Guests must only lift their glasses 
after their host has lifted his, then a 
song must be sung before drinking, cli- 
maxed by the toast, ‘““Sko!” given in re- 
ply to the host’s ‘“‘Skol!” The glasses 
are then half refilled and the whole 
ritual is repeated. Strangely, the rules 
apply to wine, but not to beer. Drinking

in a haphazard manner is considered a 


social faux pas. 
It is important, too, that the glass 


be held in the proper position, close to 
the heart. Each guest must look direct- 
ly into the eyes of his drinking compan- 
ion, both before the glass is drained and 
afterward, when it is lowered to the 
first position then replaced on the ta- 


ble. 
This ritual is so widely observed 


that most Scandinavians do it quite 
naturally. At a luncheon in Copenhagen 
during a recent trip, the writer saw the 
“Skol” ritual and the drinking of a 
glass of the potent aquavit repeated 
more than a score of times. 

This custom has developed from 
the Danes’ great enjoyment of enter- 
taining friends. 

Favorite foods are beef, meaning a 
steak without a bone. To be truly Dan- 
ish, it must be called an English beef 
and be served with browned onions and 
new potatoes. Or it might wear a fried 
egg on top, sunny side up. 

There is Kotelet, a cutlet of pork 
with pickled beets or red cabbage and 
potatoes; or a veal cutlet served with 
mixed vegetables; or a lamb cutlet with 
new potatoes and pickled cucumber. 
Next come all the variations of roast 
beef, lamb, pork, and finally, fowl and 


game. 
Danish fish include plaice, herring, 
codfish, osyters, lobster, crawfish, 


smoked eel, sardines in oil, and the na- 
tional Danish dish — tiny, succulent 
shrimp. 

These are not baby shrimp as some 
people believe, but full grown. They are 
served on dark or light rye bread, 
thickly buttered, and eaten with great 


relish. 
Then, of course, there is Danish 


Smoerrebroed, a collection of sand- 
wiches — a joy to see and to savor. 
There are hundreds of varieties, each 
one a complete meal. Individual plat- 
ters carry one kind, such as meat, egg 
or sausage sandwiches, or herring, sar- 
dine or cheese sandwiches. This may be 
covered with clear glaze.

each different platter selection, using 
knives and forks.

This puz- 
zles many visitors, and the Danes can 
offer no explanation. They do point out 
that in Germany and Austria, the same 
pastry is sensibly known as Copenhagen 
Pastry. 

To attempt a full discussion of 
Danish pastries is another story. But no 
visitor should return from Denmark 
without enjoying coffee with Cock- 
scombs, Scrubbing Brushes, Cream 
Buns, Spandauers, Damson Tarts, or 
Currant Buns. 

With the Danes, we say “Vaer sa 
god,” meaning “if you please,” or more 
exactly, “please try our food.”

The value of money; long hours and 
hard work, and necessity to develop 
friendships, ” said Anderson. 

The year 1934 marked the turn- 
ing point in Anderson’s life. The late 
U.S. Senator Duncan U. Fletcher sum- 
moned H. Loy to Washington. He re- 
ceived an appointment as chief title at- 
torney for the then-emerging Federal 
Housing Administration. Later he be- 
came the District of Columbia director 
of FHA. 

Anderson’s acceleration was rapid. 
The days of apparent obscurity were 
behind him. His Washington career 
zoomed and brought him both financial 
and personal success. 

Mrs. Anderson, the former Therese 
Arceneaux, with her husband contrib- 
uted much to the Washington social 
arena. 

Upon leaving the government serv- 
ice, Anderson entered private law prac- 
tice. Many important appointments fol- 
lowed. He was Chief counsel for the 
National Mortgage Banker’s Associa- 
tion. A board member of the Riggs 
National Bank, founded in 1814; and 
held subsequent directorships in three 
commercial banks: Fairfax Virginia 
County National, Atlantic National, 


West Palm Beach and vice chairman of 
Key Biscayne, Florida. 

Frequently, during his tenure as 
president of the Congressional Country 
Club, Anderson often partnered former 
President Eisenhower. In 1952 H. Loy 
became the first three-time winner of 
the famed Shannon Cup of the District 
of Columbia, when he defeated the 
General of the Army Omar Bradley in 
the run-off. 

“Many of my friends think I spread 
myself too thin by belonging to so many 
groups and organizations. I don’t join 
unless I can contribute. I am not just a 
paper member.” 

Anderson is active in scientific ac- 
tivities for the Naval Reserve of which 
he is a council member, with his close 
friend and associate John H. Perry, Jr., 
president of Perry Publications. As na- 
val reservists he and Perry, who devel- 
oped the famous Cubmarine — a mini- 
ature sub — are frequently teamed for 
tasks pertaining to naval matters. 

H. Loy Anderson first entered the 
Savings and Loan field in 1952 upon 
his election to the presidency of the 
Progressive Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion of Washington. 

This led to a directorship on the 
board of the Federal Loan Bank. 

He assumed the office of president 
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Circulation Department

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of the First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of West Palm Beach in 1958. 
Since then through his executive man- 
agement the institution has grown from 
a 36 million dollar corporation, until to- 
day the assets are in excess of 100 mil- 
lion dollars. 

“T am a firm believer that young 
people should have a goal of achieve- 
ment. I have taught my own children 
that work is important toward suc- 
cess. The three oldest worked at vaca- 
tion time from school, since they were 
14 years old. Harry Loy, Jr. and Terry 
both work at First Federal. This experi- 
ence will be invaluable to them as fu- 
ture good citizens of the community. 
Harry Loy is now 21 and is the 
youngest bank director in the United 
States,” said Anderson.

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politics, Anderson’s agile brain and 
vast experience has contributed greatly 
to business and charitable interests in 
Palm Beach County. 

“Young people need guidance 
which we as adults should generously 
extend.

Hard work and patience 
are vital to successful growth in busi- 
ness. Most important, one never should 
win the argument and lose the sale,” 
said Anderson.

room, a covered terrace with doors 
leading from the bath. 

The guest room is gay featuring a 
color scheme of black and lemon yellow 
— the rug a collector’s item. A Sicilian 
ivory-white boucle carpet was made in 
France, the field and _ raised de- 
sign carried out entirely in creamy white 
with a heavily embossed all-over pat- 
tern of rosettes developing sprigs of 
foliage, a narrow key-fret border. 

Oil producer Max Pray’s sitting 
room is a happy green and white affair. 
Hilaire’s paintings of horses adorn the 
walls, the terrace overlooking Lake 
Worth. 

The Tower Room is truly “a little 
bit of heaven” .. . a panorama of lake 
and ocean, the green-blue Atlantic 
seemingly at the doorstep. Used as a 
combination card room, television room 
and study; it’s color scheme based on 
Kelly-green upholstery, white rattan 
tables and chairs, a deep piled white 
rug with tiny green figure sets off the 
dark Spanish tile floor with its gay 
insets of animals and birds. 

The five huge windows of this 
room are topped in green and white 
striped fabric. A fireplace and wide- 
beamed white ceiling make for a gay, 
cheery, truly livable Cloud Nine. 

The master and mistress of Cielito 
Lindo, who have been winter residents 
of Palm Beach for some 16 years, 
remember it “when it was a small vil- 
lage.” Mrs. Pray was the Heart Ball co- 
chairman last year and is actively in- 
terested in St. Mary’s Hospital. 
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Both husband and wife share a mu- 
tual interest in thoroughbred horse rac- 
ing. In fact, Peggy Pray named the 
stakes winner “Peggy’s Brandy” a short 
time back, wound up with a half inter- 
est in the horse. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Pray was the 
first chairman of the Chicago Boy’s 
Club Summer Ball back in 1952, the 
highlight of the social season, held at 
the Post and Paddock Turf Club at 
Arlington Park Race Course. 

How this famous American man- 
sion was saved from total destruction 
(to make way for a 21-lot sub-division 
with King’s Road running smack 
through the middle of Cielito Lindo) is 
a story in itself. 

Thanks to the love of beauty and 
full awareness of the workmanship in 
this magnificent villa, estate planner 
Byron (Bud) Simonson offered his ar- 
chitectural ingenuity to preserve this bit 
of tropical luxury for present-day 
eyes. 

Known far and wide as the archi- 
tectural dean of large estate homes, 
Palm Beacher Simonson went to work 
on the fabulous showplace, wound up in 
1949 with five magnificent Spanish- 
Moorish castles of 12 rooms each. 

Outstanding examples of preserva- 
tion of building material unobtainable 
today, each modern mansion resembles 
the mother house. Landscaping and 
gardens were used to provide shrubbery 
and trees for the new settings further 
creating the air of long establish- 
ment. 

Drawing rooms were created from 
former dining halls; loggias became bed- 
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rooms. Byron recalls one incinerator 
flue turned into a heart-warming fire- 
place large enough to house 12-foot 
logs. In fact, the kitchen of Cielito 
Lindo today was the original laundry 

proving the axiom of something 
old becoming something new. 

Today the five estates are: the 
Prays at 122; 123 across the road 
belongs to Mrs. Kathryn Hall and 
boasts a 30-foot living room literally 
picked up from the original Donahue 
home; the Joseph Hendry place at 
127, Mr. Robert Terrys’ at 137 and 
Girard Bronlows’ at 145 King’s 
Road. 

Another anecdote of interest was 
the sale of household goods in February 
1947 which reaped $27,000 for two 
local hospitals ...these being items 
Mrs. Donahue did not want to transport 
to her Newport showplace. 

The scene of the very social sale 
was the old Embassy Club on Royal 
Palm Way, now the Society of the Four 
Arts. One room was devoted to linens 
alone. Here a pair of lace bed sheets 
went for $1,000, bath towels as large

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These were the days when former 
Ambassador and Mrs. Joseph E. Davies 
opened their Mar-a-Lago for the first 
Christmas in several years; the house- 
party including Madame Henri Bonnet, 
Mr. Davies’ son-in-law, Senator Millard 
Tydings, Mrs. Tydings and their chil- 
dren, Eleanor and Joseph. 

Mrs. Horace E. Dodge at that time 
opened her former showplace Playa 
Riente for the first time in seven years; 
held a fabulous ball in the famed Sert- 
muralled ballroom to introduce the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor.
